The only dif- 
ference Is the Kntflish robtn-ry look 
place more than seven hundred 
years aKO, and in that linie a min- 
ority of the population, composed, 
however, of the wealthy and in 
some senses the most •lafloential 
people In the country have, because 
of special favors extended to them, 
not only acquiesced in the rule of 
England but become more English 
than the English themselves.

Mr. George's explaiuit ions He if 
gr«ftg the failure of Knjslaml to en- 
force the bill providInK for the es- 
tablishment of a Parliament In Ire- 
land as i) fatal Iduniler. In almost 
the next breath laments the Imipos- 
siblllty of forcing through In the 
middle of a great war a measure 
regarded as highly contentious, and 
Anally expressed the contradictory 
hope "that normal conditions would 
be restored In Ireland and that a 
settlement of the Irish problem 
would ibe practicable even during 
the war." Certainly it is hard to 
put trust in such a wol)l>linB poli(.\. 

The English f'remier explained, 
that his recent court-e in Ireland, 
which does not seem to liave satis- 
Bed either the majority or the 
minority of the people, was taken 
on the advice of Lord French and 
Chief SecreUiT Shortt. French is 
a traitor and a failure combined, 
ft was this same French who was 
In command oif the EnKllRb military 
forces in Ireland when Sir Kdward 
Carson, the Orange leader, oigan- 
Ized and equipped a formidable 
drmy to irsist home rule by force. 

uson had supplied to him as 
iiiucli iiionev as he wanted and was 
Hhle to put all the guns and am- 
munition thev needed. In the hands 
of his troops. Practically Carson 
•pat In the face of King and Parlia- 
ment. He dared either or both to 
attempt the establishment of a Par- 
liament in Dublin for the purpose 
of giving Ireland home rul<>. Ni v 
rrtheless this same French, an 
*rmy officer sworn to obey the 
orders of King and I'ariiament, let 
It be known he would not lead his 
noldlers apaiiiPt the ariii*>d forces of 
Parson, which threatened war on 
Kngland if it attempted to enforce 
home rule in Ireland. Were either 
•Of these men punished for their 
traitorous acts? Oh, no. On the 
contrary, both were rewarded with 
High place. Carson, who is a man 
of brains, wus taken into tlic Eng- 
lish Cabinet , French, wlio is a 
man of political pu'l. w;is pl.iccd in 
high coiirmand in France, only tn 
be withdrawn for reasons most 
t)eneficlal to soldiers serving under 
fiim. .\'e\t tie had charge of the 
home defense against air raiders. 
But the defense he ottered, although 
amply supplied with flying ma- 
ehlnes and anti-aircraft guns, did 
not prevent the Huns bombarding 
(xindoB, not once, but a dozen 
times, from the air and bringing 
death and destruction to other parts 
of England. And now he Is found 
Rs the ruler of Ireland. 

(Thief Secretary Shortt .babbles of 
a German-Irish plot to overthrow 
the Oovernment of V^ngland In Ire- 
land, but does not offer a particle 
of proof such a plot exists. In the 
course of his speech, following Mr. 
George, Mr. Shortt said a letter had 
been found on one of the Irish lead- 
ers now under arrest from another 
Irish loader, also under arrest, In 
which allusion was made to some 
event that was to occur two months 
lifter the r.erman drive in France.

The news of the Vatican's de- 
cision to appoint a Papal Nuncio 
for China is cHlcuIuteti to wake a 
deep Impre.sslon upon P'rench diplo- 
matic and church circles, in the 
view of the Rome oorrespon<lent of 
the Paris Petit Journal. He ivcalls 
that Pope Leo XIII. in 1885 ap- 
pointed a Nuncio for P^ing and 
agreed to the establishment of a 
Chinese Legation at the Vatican. 
The French Minister at the Vatican, 
in the name of rn-i'iier Freyclnet^ 
however, I hi ca i . m-.! that Prance 
would bleak oft diplomatic relations 
with the Vatican if the plan were 
carried out, the correspondent says, 
considering that the Viiliian would 
be powerless to act in event af a 
^assacre of missionaries In China. 
Pope Loo, recognising the gravity 
of the situation, cancelled the ap- 
pointment, the correspondent adds. 
The Rome correspondent of the 
Havas Agency says the name most 
frequently mentioned In connection 
with the Peking post la that of 
Monslgnor Josep>h Petrelll, trie 
Apostolic Delegate to the Philip- 
pines.

HKLI'S SINN KKI\ PAKTY. 

The Dublin coi re.spond^nt of the 
.\.>^sociated I'les-i writes lliat the 
number of person.s entitled to vote 
in Ireland will be increased nearly 
ISO per cent, under the new fran- 
chise law giving every one who 
has lived In Ireland six months the 
right to vote. The franchise is ex- 
tended to women more than thirty 
years old, who are the wives of 
electors. The city of Dublin has 
had up to now 411,000 voters. In 
future it will have loO.OOO. The ef- 
fect on Irish politics gi'iier.illy is 
expected to be to Increase ihe vot- 
ing strength of the Sinn Fein party, 
since the larger part of the addi- 
tional voters wUll be young men.

I am only at the beginning of tne 
long story, and I have no time to 
'ell the whole at the moment. Take 
for instance the treatment of the 
Sixteenth division- — the division for 
the creation of which Redmond and 
I)e\lin had the main responsibility; 
tX per cent, of the rank and file 
were Nationalist and Catholic. Ap- 
plication after appUeatlOB was made 
for ihe appolntmeat of HatiOBallits 
and Oathollcs as offloers; they were 
refused, and yet again refused, until 
it finally worked out that in a di- 
k-ision 98 per cent. Nationalist and 
Catholic 85 per cent, of the officers 
were Protestant and Unionist. 

Take another instance: When the 
Irish regiments went Into battle and 
distinguished themselves by their 
."onspicuous bravery their names 
were deliberately omitted from the 
DuUeiins by the Orange ga^g in 
ihe War Office that ran the army. 
Then came the climax to this long 
nhapter of orlmlnai blunders. Sir 
Edward Carson, the leader of the 
Ulster rebellion, was admitted to 
(he Cabinet. By unconscious humor 
Ihe rebellious leader, as Attorney 
ileneral for England , was created 
the chief custodian of law. 

Even a worse outrage w,as at- 
ceiiipted in Ireland. If there were 
i>ne man in Ireland who could be 
described as an even narrower and 
more virulent Orangeman than Car- 
con it was James Campbell. 

It was proposed to get rid of the 
Rxoellent Lord Chancellor, then In 
office. Sir Ignatius O'Brien, a 
Catholic and a Nationalist, and to 
f)Ut Campbell In his place. The 
Lord Chancellor In Ireland is not 
merely the head of the judiciary, 
but he is one erf the chief members 
of the executive; with force of 
character he may be the most 
potent member of the executive. 
This was too much even for the 
long suffering English Liberals: 
(hey Joined the Irish in a protest 
and a threat and the appolntmeat 
was withdrawn, ^mpensatlon was, 
tiowever, found for the ez-rebel. for 
(le became Attorney Ctoneral for 
Ireland, with handsome emoluments 
amounting to something like 
f30,000 a year. 

Thus doth rebellion — but on the 
.i-ight side—prosper in Ireland. One 
rebel Attorney C.eneiai i^or Eng- 
land; the other rebel Attorney Gen- 
eral for Ireland. The reader will 
now understand the conditions 
which produced the rebellion. 

There were other factors of 
ourse— <}erman intrigue, propa- 
i;auda and money from America, 
ihe soreness leift In Dublin by the 
defeat of a great strike, and the 
\isions which had begun to haunt 
many Irish minds, especially among 
ihe young, with the rebirth of the 
Irish nation througli the people ana 
(he expul.sion, after so many cen- 
■uiies, ot the feudal landlords. The 
rebellion was not In itself very serl- 
uus as .1 military proposition; only 
2,000 Joined in Dublin, and It was 
put down of course as soon as Bag- 
land was able to bring her troops 
across the channel. 

By this time the whole un- 
fortunate affair might have been 
partially at least forgotten but for 
the cruel incidents by wliich its de- 
feat was followed. Tried In secret. 
In prison and by the summary 
method ol a co;irt-martial, fifteen 
men. mostly P9etlc youths, were 
f.xecuied, also in secret. Several 
oeople were murdered by an officer 
afterward declared to be insane, 
and now, I believe, already at lib- 
erty;- among them a well known 
publicist, Sheehy Skeffington, who 
sras not in the rebellion and was 
Known aa a pacliflst. The whole 
wul of Ireland was stirred to its 
depths, as the soul of man has al- 
ways 'been touched by the executive 
of an enthusiast of an Idea. In a 
night a nation that had been 
friendly indeed the friendliness to 
the war and to the policy of Red- 
mond was stm so Strong that the 
rebellion was eondemned by a large 
oiaiortty of Irish NationaUste — a 
nation that backed the war with 
■omethlng of the old enthusiasm. In 
spite of all the rebuffs — In a night 
this nation was transformed from 
friendllnees to hate, burning reck- 
less, blind to everything — to the 
future interests of Ireland, to the 
scaffold -.in the desire to strike 
back the cniel blow that had heen 
inflllcted on her. Ireland In short 
taw red. and thus In an hour all the 
irork of reconciliation between the 
two people which had ibeen going 
on steadily tor forty years waa un- 
done. 

Looking on aghast and for a mo- 
ment helpless before this ruin of 
ner hopes, the Irish constitutional 
leaders set themselves promptly to 
the. task of trying to restore the 
fabric again.

OUR HANDS OFF! 



The plan to encourage enlist- 
ments In Ireland by allowing Irish- 
men to Join the American army Is 
scarcely practicable. We have no 
douht. however, Dhat it would at- 
tract thousands of younj; Irishmen 
could It be put into practice. They 
are willing enough 1o fight against 
Germany — what they object to is 
the conditions under whloli Bngland 
wanU them to Osht. Bv«n the 
bungling British statesmen now 
realize that they havt thoMisel\es 
to blame for the unaympatlietic at- 
titude of Ireland in the wai. Tluy 
might have had Ireland with them 
to a man had tbey settled the Irieh 
question and kept thdr promises 
made to Nationalist leaders. But 
they played a blundering deceitful 
game and forced Irishmen into the 
awe^ of the Sinn Fein movement. 

Perhaps it is just as well for 
Ireland that it is so, as said in the 
Crae Voice. For Bngland it has 
been one of the tragedies of the 
war. And lier own statesmen are 
to blame for it. Conddtions have 
now come to sudh a pass that even 
Arthur Lynch appeals to Ool. 
Roosevelt to come over and help 
nlni to secure enlistments. We 
fear that Mr. Lynch does not under- 
Btand ilie Colonel. If he did he 
would be chary of his assistance. 
Just turn Ool. itooserelt loose in 
Ireland for a week during the pres- 
ent period of tension and there is 
no telling what would liai)pen. The 
Baster uprising would not be a eir 
cumstance compared with the con 
fusion that would follow. The Col 
onel has doae good work in Amer-

We never bi^eved that even 
men oif Irish blood in America 
should undertake to dictate what 
settlement of the age-old question 
would tie satiafa<itory. Ireland must 
settle her own prot»lema and the 
less we Americans meddle with 
Ihein the better for Ireland and for 
ua. Besides we have on our bands 
a matter that to btc enongh to en- 
gage all our attention unI our 
efforts.

Those who have come in contact 
with the Spanish people in Mexico 
•sd la ear own eoun^ baTe often 
found occaaion to note a rare refine- 
ment of character and manner 
which is readily traced to the Influ 
ence of the Catholic religion. Non 
Cstholics, as for instance the his- 
torian Lummis, have learned to 
love the Spaniaids in tlie Americas 
because of the virtues acquired 
through the benign influence of the 
church, and more than one student 
of history and ethnology has praised 
the truly early Christian hospitality 
of theae people and their wonderful 
tact and anececa in managing the 
Indians and in educating the latter 
to ll^es of peace and industry. 

A fascinating description both of 
the happy life and charming man 
uers of .Spaniards In California in 
the sixties and seventies of the last 
(i-ntury, before the coming of the 
railroads, and al-w of the skill and 
surcfKS with which they cared for 
their Indian cliargcs, is offered in 
eidentally in a book written nearly 
fifty years ago by a noted traveler, 
Charles Nordhoff. The wholesome 
mode of life of the Catholic Span 
lards of that time and place is pic- 
tured hy him thus: 

"The people are kindly and 
amiable and though their pursuits 
(chiefly cattle raising) might be 
thought to tend to loud and rougl 
ways, and do so where our own 
people manage cattle, hi>re all went 
on (juietly ami deioi ously as tlimigh 
It was Sunday. The animals are 
handled firmly iiut with great cirf 
and humanity. Spanish Californian 
houses, so far as I have seen tiieir 
Interiors, are always scrupulously 
clean; their life has the merit ot 
fl-ttlng the climate and the pursuits 
of the people. There remains in it, 
too, something which Is too often 
lacking In our Kastein houses, a de- 
gree of tiiist an<l confidence and 
affection between iimstei- and serv- 
int. with not the least familiarity 
however. I saw men Indians - 
whose fathers liad been In the same 
ervice, and of whom the proprietor 
told me that he would not hesitate 
io trust one of them with ?50,000 
to carry to the nearest town. The 
Spaniards know how to manage the 
Indians. Their self-restraint and 
.-ourtesy have great effect. No 
vaquero addressed the master with- 
out either touching or taking off 
his hat. Padrone Is the master':! 
title. Thvre was never any excited 
uidering about, and the work went 
III apparently of its own nio 
nentuiii. In the evening the major 
domo and the older vaqueros gath- 
ered on the long veranda. While 
a lady was singing in the parlor, 
where the family and visitors were 
gathered, I noticed three or four 
old men — evidently privileged char 
acters — attting quietly listening on 
a long bench In the hall. At meal 
times, If the long dining-table was 
not full, two or three of these priv 
lieged characters quit>tly took the 
vacant places far down— below ilie 
salt- ate and listened or aii.'iwered 
If they were addressed. Meantime 
another long table was set, or had 
n set, undei- a piazza roof In the 
luadrangle which every Californian 
house endOMS, and here others 
ate." 

The h^ppy faculty which the 
Spaniards possessed of cultivating 
habits of Induttry among the In- 
dians is illustrated in the following 
sentences: 

Life on one of the old Spanish 
ranches was, I am assured, not so 
siinpii- as we have been ai ( ustoiiicd 
to think. Various handicrafts had 
been introduced by the priests, and 
the Indians, who were the me- 
hanlcs, weri- emplnv i il not only at 
lie mission but by the more sub- 
tantial rancheros. They milked 
ows and made cheese, they dressed 
and tanned sheep and calf skins 
for clothing, they wove hlankets, 
they made wine, they raised grain 
enough for their bread and the In- 
dian women ground this on stones; 
they preserved the hides of cattle 
for ilie Boston ships, and at the 
San Fernando mission, near Los 
Angeles, 1 saw huge stone and ce- 
iiirnt tanks in which they melted 
down and kept the tallow, which 
was also sold to the Boston men." 
The counterpart to this picture of 
wholesome and Industrious life -- 
n which the Indians were a sub- 
stantial part and from which they 
I'lived great benefits Is that of 
lie beautifnl spirit of hospitality 
liown liy till- Spanish raucheros of 
ho.-:e days. .N'ordhoff has the fol- 
owing pas.sage: "In those day>. 
said my friend (a wealthy ranchero 
f New England-Spanish extrac- 
tion), when I went out to see Don 
Tomas he received me ct the door« 
he showed me my room, end in a 
few minutes he came beartng in his 
own hands a basin of water for my 
se. But behind him came half a 
ozen servant., to show iiir that 
what he did he did out of respect 
nd welcciiu- to iiie, and that serv- 
iit> were at hand to do it if he did 
!iu8e to trouble himself." 
Ml I again we read: "In those 
ays men used to travel from San 
Diego to llonter^ and never spend 
cent of money. When night 
came yon stopped at the nearest 
house. After supper you were 
shown your room. In the morning 
clean shirt was at your bed siSe: 
and if you were known to the fam- 
ly it was customary lo plac«> near 
lie bed on a table also a sum of 
loney, a hundred or two hundred 
ollars, from which the visitor, if 
he needed it, was expected to help 
himself. (Lest my readers might 
ttiink this incredible. I wiU add 
that C«n. Vallejo lias tally oon-

Cardinal Sebwrtlaao MartineUl, 
wbo paned away bwt week In 
Room, was ApoBtolle Delegate to the 
United States froni 1896 to 1902, 
and was the second to hold the of- 
fice of Papa! Delegate to Washing- 
ton, his predecessor being Cardinal 
Francisco Satolli, who came to the 
United States upon the creation of 
the office in 1893. Cardinal Mar- 
tineUl was succeeded by Msgr. Fal- 
conlo. Cardinal MartineUl was a 
member of an ancient and noble 
Italian famUy and was bom at 
Sorgo . Sent' Anna, near Lucca, in 
1848. He was one of three broth- 
ers who entered the church, his 
elder brother belne the noted Car- 
dinal Tomasso .MartineUl, who was 
among the candidates for the Pap- 
acy at the conrlaTC which elected 
Leo XIII. The younger MaiUnelli 
was ordained a priest of the Augus- 
tinlan order In 1871 and was Prior 
General of the order when he was 
sent on bis mission to tbls country 
During bis earlier years as « priest 
be bad beea • 4«e«har in the Irish 
Augustlnian ooaveat <n (Rome and 
from Ms students acquired a rich 
brogue, wbicb was the amazement 
otf tbe congregations wbo listened 
to bis first sermons la the Uotted 
States. 

His appointment to succeed Car- 
dinal Satolli was not looked for toy 
American ecclesiastics, as It was 
not then the custom for members 
of monastic orders to attain higb 
preferment in tbe cburch. In ord^ 
to give him tbe necessary rank to 
go with his appointment. Pope Leo 
created him an Arebbtsliop "in 
partibus Infidellum," or a Bishop 
not residing at his see. 

While still resident in the Unltecl 
States in 1901 he was created a 
Cardinal.

We know that our Catholic Sis- 
ters are playing the same heroic 
part in the present war as on all 
former occasions. They have no- 
tably signalized themselvee In 
France and Belgium for their devo- 
tion to the wounded and dying on 
the Iwttleflelds and In the camp 
hospitals. But it is jarticularly 
consoling to learn that some at 
\esM of our own wounded American 
soldiers are even now committed to 
their tender care. We can gather 
thle from the passing references 
made to them In a deacrlptlon given 
by Charles H. Orasty. In the New- 
York TImee. of a visit paid by him 
o the Paris hospitals. Thus he 
writes : 

"Three cots away was n big fel 
ow with a fJerman name from a 
Western State, tie had been in the 
Castisnr ahow. 'My wound is only 
soratdi/ he said, "hut it is Just 
below the baek of my neck where 
the nerves crass, and tt gives me 
a had quarter of an hour when the 
Sisters dress It.' Presently the 
Sisters came and took the dreeing 
off, and the wound looked so terrible 
that I was obliged to turn awa-y. 
The 'scratch' was nearly twelve 
nrhes long and vpry deep." 

Further on he refers to a re 
markable case, told him by a Sister 
of a naturalised American, brought 
in badly gashed from the field. The 
Sisters had taken him In charge. 
When he died they found that his 
father was on officer In the German 
rmy. He war wrapped in the 
American flag and buried in Paris. 
We have already quoted on a pre- 
vious occasion l^e letter of gratitude 
written by • imn-CathoUc American 
soldier waoae nfe was saved by a 
Sister on the Ibettlefleld where no 
ne else had come to rescue him. 
All honor to Jhe noble nuns of 
France and Beklnm! The sight of 
them will brin ; solace and joy to 
lie heart of nany an American 
soldier.
